A few days ago four bales of cotton, growa 
iu Simpson county, in this Bute, was sold la 
this city for eighty cents per pound. It has 
been grown in the southern part of this SUW-, 
as we learn, after careful inquiry, for domestic 
use only, and never fir the market; and this 
cotton was the amount received as toll by a 
man who kept a glu for the accommodation of 
the people of that vicinity, most of whom 
grow a Utile cotton for domestic manufacture. 
Tat cotton Is cirdad by lbs nu of handoards, 
M woo] was carded by our grandmothers be* 
for the Introduction of carding maoMnce, then 
•pan upon a band-wheel and woven on band- 
looms. 

Wo ujderataud that these hand cards for 

cotton, which have b. come a necessity in the 
southern part of this Stite, are not allowed to 
be sent down to the southern couDliea by the 
official whose duty it m to a.H in suc'i matters. 
Promiutot merchants of this city have in- 
formed u< that their mothers, in this State, had 
requested them to procure and Send them 
tn< ae coiton cards, and tbat they were refused 
tbe privil. ge. It is, of course, no part of oar

The \\ rit of Habeas C'oipus. 

The Milwaukee News publishes iu full the 
opinion of Judge Paine, of the Supreme Court 
of Wiseonsiu, iu the Kemp babea» corpus case, 
which was also the opinion ol th'- Court. The 
conclusions arrived at are briefly stated a* 
follow?: 

1. The Government of the Culled States is 
invested with lull power by the Federal Cou- 
Btitu ion to prosecute war, and ihere is no 
w .r pow. t outside l'.,e Coustituuou.

tute for the majority report— all having for 
their object au expresalou of an opinion by 
this L u ttUlature upou tbe unconstitutional 
acts aud usurpations of power of the Executive 
now at the he<d Of Urn fioyerinicnt, to which 
Government y»u and i owe eMfgiaaee, and 
which we desire lo preserre intact. m> that 
in fact there Is but one questiou bufcre the 
House, though presented iu various ways. 

Iu the discussion of this qacsiion, the qu'.s- 
liou of secessie>u by ibe Souiheru Stales, and 
war upon the General Government by them, 
is not uecesssrlly involved, though the. action 
of ihose State comes up lncidental y. Thai we

Tue course taken by them w.".b Iraughl 
with conee-qiienees too iuoti.cn.. u- to thrm 
selves, us well as lo the babince of the natiou, 
to justify so rash an act, wh.l. th re was every 
reason to believe tbeir Hgbts could be pre- 
sei »eo in the Government lor the four years 
for w hich Mr. Lice. In was t lected (ls was 
wue, upon u secUoual olatfurin), and thru 
have n in their power, in conjunction wiiu 
i he conservative people of all ihe States, such 
as now compose ihe mtinriiy in the border 
slave Slates and the Noahwe.-tern Slates, to 
place in power a President that would adminis- 
ter tbe Government iu rptrit and meaning 
of the Federal Consiituliou, which, it to ad- 
miuistcrei', uffords ihe amplest protection to 
all.

Slates, and laws made iu pursuance thereto. 

Mr. Chairman, mankind, in entering into 
Society aud forming Governmeub 1 , ^ive up a 
poriioi. ot thai universal and vagrant liberty, 
us some writers have termed it, in order the 
better to Bee are all toeir esseutial r ghis ot 
Ufa. llbeity, propeny and the pursuil o: hap- 
piSM*w, and ►uch other rights aa are iucidtut 
ih< reio. Such a GovernmeHt our foreiatbers 
uT.iu-d wnen lbc-y framed our Federal Convii- 
luiion, by which, und the laws made in con- 
formity lhareto, aud the treaties made wiili 
loreia o notions, oar internal policy and foreign 
relations are regulated, and ihe duties and 
powers of those who admin ster the Govern- 
m»nt arc defined. 

Sujti governments they foimcdwhim they 
fri nei the Co jstilutiom o! the S:atis, by 
whit h, ead the laws laade in puisuancc thi-r. - 
to, our d< mcetic institutions were csiablisUed, 
our domestic policy regulated, aud all our 
[ii iv.ae rights as eiiiziuis eecured. The Fed- 
eral G .v rnineut beiui( oueot limited power?, 
ibe Executive, therefore, can only exercise 
aiicli a* are exprejjffly deb gated to him and 
such i tb<-r powers as ihe Congress may couicr 
upiii hun by Ihwb enacted iu puisuim e to the 
delegated powers eaaineiated in the Consiiiu- 
tion and eu.-b incidental or reeulting powers 
VI c: early pertsin to the piwers delegated. 
All Ihe powers not expressly delegated lo tbe 
General GoverunMbt, and such incidental

n th State and Federal Constitutions in lb . 
mode then in prescribed. Uuder euch Gov- 
ernments, Stale and National, we have lived 
for ueaily tighiy ye-ais, a fete, independent 
and happy peop'e. To these govern meats we 
owe our ullegiii.ee and loyalty, which eousLts 
in obi d'euee to the Federal aud Stale CoBili- 
unions and the laws legally enacted uuder 
them. We owe no allegiance to him that exe- 
euies or udmiuislers the law?. He is e .ti led 
lo our esliem, our hlyb consideration aud bur- 
ly ooperatlou, so loot; as he taiihfudy . xcuies 
aud administers the laws. This brings me to 
the qutsriou now under consideration : have

has usurped powers to binis It daugerous to 
the lioerrics ol ihe people— aiich powers, if not 
arr. -ted, as bid lair to overthrow our K?pub- 
lic-ati form ot Government, and bftec us 
aniicr military nil. — .he most intolerable, ol 
all Governments. The President, in his inau- 
gu.-al address, us if to nmoveull doubts tbe 
people in ihe slave States might have es to 
his latere . ti .n as to slavery, and to indicate 
to thccouuiry his undemauoii.g of his con 
Bliiutioi.al p .wcrs, and the course he intended 
to pursue ou that subject, declared lhai

the States where ii. eais's; that ne believed he 
hud no lawiul right lo do so and he had uo 
inclination to do so." 

in his special message to tbe called session

He wastbtu as much Ibe 
Commander-in-Chief of the Army and N :\ y is 
beia uow ,-iud all the war powers mat he has uad 
iheu attached and b^Iouged lo him, as lully us 
Ifeej had at the lime he ib6Ued these proclama- 
tions, the conaiiiutioualily of whicu is now 
tbe eubjeel of diecus^on, »xce-pl such 
powers ai may have since beeu canlerrcd 
apoa him by Congress, aud Congress has 
no power lo cot fer such powers, nor, 
iu fact, does he claim to nave desire, 
them from Congress, but claims t • . xerciue 
them by virtue of blsolllce ae Commmuei-iu- 
Chief ol ibe army and navy.

1. as to me American 
pe p:t; and in his correspoudenc ', through 
bis deereiary, Mr. Seward, lo Mr. Dayton, our 
Minister al Paris, amoug other ihiugs ot like 
import, he ewid :

The legislative department has confer 
red no such powers upoa him, and, In fact, 
could not do so without a vloiatlou of the 
Constitution. Hll emancipation proclama- 
tion U In tbe character of a leglslaiira act.
